Mr. Dicksox, of Covent-Garden, favoured me laſt Spring 
with roots of this plant, received by him from South-Carolina, 
in 1791. 

Thoſe who have been accuſtomed.to ſee the Campanula perſict- 
folta in its ſingle ſtate, now but rarely met with in our gardens, 
the two varieties with double flowers having uſurped its place, 
will perceive in point of general habit a ſtriking ſimilarity 
betwixt it and the preſent plant; the only difference indeed 
appears to conſiſt in ſize, and as ſize alone forms no ſpecific 
character, we have been induced to regard this magnificent 
plant as a variety of that ſpecies. 

Case. Bauning enumerates a large variety of Campanula 
perſicifolia, which he calls var. major; on conſulting the 
figures to which he refers, we cannot regard his and ours as 
the ſame, but are inclined to ſuppole that the latter plant is a 
variety altogether new to the European world. 

However this may prove, by the introduttion of the preſent 
plant our flower borders gain a moſt deſirable ornament ; and 
the acquiſition is the more valuable, as the plant 1s very hardy 
and eaſy of culture, increaſing by its roots, which are ſome- 
what creeping, and may be parted either Spring or Autumn. 

In a moiſt rich foil, it will acquire the height of three or 
four feet, and produce during the months of Auguſt and Sep- 
tember abundance of flowers truly magnificent,

From the high-flown epithet of Hos Zovis, beſtowed on this 
ſpecies of Agroſtemma by ſome of the old Botaniſts, one would 
he led to conclude that the plant muſt be one of a ſuperior 
order, and ſuperlatively beautiful: ſuch, however, it is not; 
yet is it ſufficiently ornamental to merit a place in every 
(lower-garden, and into which indeed it has been very generally 
introduced. M1LLE cultivated it in 1726. 


It is a hardy perennial, a native of the Swiſs and Piedmon- 
teſe mountains, growing to the height of about a foot and a 
half; its leaves and ſtalks are covered with a white woolly 
ſubſtance; its flowers, which are bright red and grow in a 
kind of umbel, are produced in June and july; and its ſeeds 
ripen in September, 


It prefers a ſoil moderately ſtiff, and may be propagated by 
parting its roots, but ſeedlings make the belt plants, and from 
lced it may be raiſed without any difficulty.

This very rare ſpecies of Primula, called cortuſoides, on ac- 
count of the ſimilitude of its foliage to that of the Cortuſa 
Malibioli of Linxzus, is a native of Siberia, and figured 
by GMELIN. 

To increaſe our collection of Primula's, now conſiſting of 
thirteen diſtin ſpecies, we purchaſed this plant about two 
years ſince of Meſſrs. LEE and KENNEDY, Nurſerymen, at 
Hammerſmith, who had juſt received it from abroad. 

In che wrinkled appearance of its foliage, it approaches the 
Primula acaulis, and others of that diviſion, while, in its in- 
ſloreſcence, the colour of its flowers, and ſolitary ſcapus (which 
riſes to an unuſual height) it bears an affinity to the faring/a. 

Being yet a very rare plant, it wil! be neceſſary to treat it 
with unuſual care, to keep it in a pot filled with equal parts of 
loam and bog-carth, to place it in a moiſt ſhady ſituation in 
the Summer, and in a frame in the Winter. 

It flowers in June and July, and may be raiſed from ſeeds, 
or propagated by parting its roots ; but 1s apt to be loſt if not 
duly attended to. 

In the Winter it loſes its leaves entirely, and forms a ſort 
of bulbous hybernaculum under ground ; this circumſtance is 
the more neceſſary to be known, as it ſubjeRs the plant to be 
thrown away as dead.

The old Botaniſts, whom Mir has followed, made this 
plant a Stœchas; Linxzus claſſes it with the Lavenders. 

There are few tender plants that have been ſo long culti- 
vated in our gardens as this; we find it figured in Gezano, 
who obſerves that it muſt be covered in the Winter from 
cold, or elſe ſet in pots or tubs with earth, and carried into 
houſes ; thus did they preſerve their tender plants before the 
introduction of green-houſes. 

M1LLER has given a very good account of this plant, which 
we cannot do better than copy, juſt obſerving that he de- 
[cribes the leaves as of a grayiſh colour, which they can ſcarcely 
be ſaid to be, eſpecially if contraſted with thoſe of the pinnata 
ſigured in che preſent number, and which he had never ſeen. 
* The denta/a grows naturally in Andaluſia in Spain, and 
allo about Mercia; this has a ligneous ſtalk, which riſes 
wo or three feet high, furniſhed with branches on every 
ide, which are four-cornered, and garniſhed with leaves 
placed oppoſite by pairs, indented regularly on both fides, 
almoſt to the midrib, in form of winged leaves ; they are of 
a grayiſh colour, have a pleaſant aromatic odour, and 
biting warm taſte, The flowers are produced in ſcaly ſpikes 
at the end of the branches, ſtanding upon long naked toot- 
ſtalks, they are four-cornered, hairy, and about an inch 
long, terminated by a few purpliſh leaves, in the like man- 
ner as the oher ſorts, which incline me to keep it joined to 
them; it flowers great part of the Summer, but the ſeeds

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The Lavandula prunata is a green-houſe plant, comparatively 
of modern introduction, a native of Madeira; according to 
Mass0N, and brought to this country in 1777. 

It riſes to about the ſame height as the dentata, but differs 
from it materially in the form and colour of its foliage, which 
is of a whitiſh hue, ſomewhat reſembling that of the Orhonna 
pedlinata; it differs alſo in having little or no ſcent, an 
equal degree of difference is obſervable in the ſpikes and 
lowers of the two plants, the former are moſt commonly 
branched and the latter large and purple, while in the dentata 
they are ſmall and white; it would be needleſs to point out 
ſeveral other obvious differences. 

The dentata rarely ripens its ſeeds with us, but the pinnata 
does readily, and by them it is beſt raiſed. 

Both theſe plants are common to our green-houſes ; the 
dentata recommends itſelf by the neatneſs and charming 
fragrance of its leaves, the other is altogether the more 
ſhewy plant, though, in this reſpett, it is not equal to many 
others; our readers muſt not expect to find on every plate 
an Ria tricolor or a Ciftus formaſus. .

The plant originally introduced to this country, and called 
veſtita in the royal gardens at Kew, where it has flowered ſince 
the publication of the Hort. Kewenſis is diſtinguiſhed by its 
ſuperior height, by having its ſtems very thickly covered with 
foliage remarkably fine and delicate, ſo as to be tremulous on 
the ſlighteſt ſhake, and by having blofſoms of a pure white 
colour ; ſuch is generally underſtood to be the original and 
true Erica veſtita. 

Unfortunately this genus of plants ſeems to be produttive 
of as many varicties as the Pelargoniums, which are now be- 
come ſo numerous that they may be {aid to be literally © be- 
« yond the power of Botaniſts to number up their tribes.” 

Mr. Lovo1G:s, Nurſeryman of Hackney, well known for 
his extenſive collection of plants in general, and of this tribe 
in particular, in the year 1789, raiſed a crimſon variety of 
this plant from ſeeds, which, in its general habit, bore a great 
reſemblance to the original vita; and lately Mr. Wittiams, 
Nurſeryman, of Turnham-Green, has railed another variety, 
agreeing with the other in the colour of its flowers, but more 
diſtantly related to the true one :—beſides theſe, there is a 
veſlita with purple flowers. 

We have given a figure of Mr. WIr LIAus's variety, as 
the plant we had of him (flowering at a more favourable time 
ol the year) afforded the beſt ſpecimen. 

In their periods of flowering, thele ſeveral varieties are not 
ſo regular as ſome others, producing their bloſſonis during 
moſt of the Summer months, and ſometimes even in the Winter, 

They are all raiſed with difficulty from cuttings, more readily 
from ſeeds, by thoſe who are accuſtomed to it. The Cape, fo 
lertile in heaths, is the ſpot which produces them, and from 
thence ſeed may ſometimes be obtained.

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The Linum africanum is a very neat and pretty greenhouſe 
plant, ariſing to the height of two or three feet, and pro-

It is a native of Africa, and was introduced to the royal 
garden at Kew, in 1771, by Monſ. Ricuarp. 


It is uſually raiſed from cuttings, which are ſtruck without

Mr. Fix BZAIRx has long cultivated this rare ſpecies of 
Campanula at the Apothecaries Garden, Chelſea, where he 
firſt raiſed it from feeds, given him by Mr. Hu psox, in 1788, 
who received them from Spain. | 

According to authors, this plant is found wild in rocky 
ſituations, in Syria, Sicily, and Spain. 

Though not a ſhewy plant, it is both rare and curious ; 
ſeedling plants, when old enough to flower, throw out on all 
ſides procumbent flowering ſtems, which die away after ripen- 
ing the ſeeds, and are ſucceeded by others: as this proceſs goes 
on, the ſtem, ariſing from the centre of the plant, ſlowly and 
gradually acquires a dwarfiſh height, and becomes ſhrubby. 
We have no doubt but, where the plant grows naturally wild, 
it muſt form a beautiful covering to the rocks on which it 
is found. 

Being a native of countries much warmer than our own, it 
is neceſſary to make it a green-houſe plant; it will bear even 
the warmth of the ſtove, and flower and ripen its ſeeds the 
more freely for it. On a ſhelf, in the front of the ſtove at 
Chelſea, Mr. FAIR BAIRN has it flowering and ſeeding, Spring, 
Summer, and Autumn; there in the pots it ſcatters its ſeeds, 
which produce ſpontaneouſly young plants in abundance ; by 
ſeeds, indeed, the plant is cafily raiſed, —with difficulty in any 
other way. es | - 

The leaves of the calyx, in this plant, are remarkable for 
their ſize and arrow-ſhaped form,

Of this genus, named in honour of *Macxus LacersTROEMN, 
Director of the Swediſh Eaſt-India Company, there is only one 
ſpecies as yet known, and that a native of China, Cochinchina, 
and Japan; it is deſcribed minutely by Tuux SER, alſo by 
Ruurhtus, and very charatteriſtically by Kxurrkx. 

According to theſe authors, in its native country it grows to 
the height of fix feet, or more, acquires a ſtem the thickneſs 
of one's arm, and produces flowers the ſize of the garden 
Clove, which are very ſhewy, no wonder therefore that the 
natives ſhould be in the practice of planting it about their 
houſes and their gardens. 

The petals are curiouſly criſped or curled, each petal re- 
ſembling, in miniature, a leaf of ſome of our varieties of 
| cabbage: K #myrEr compares them to the meſentery. 

The parts of fructification in this plant vary greatly in point 
| of number, and have no finall affinity to thoſe of the genus 
Lythrum. 

According to Mr. Arrox, it was introduced to the Royal 
Garden at Kew, by Hven, Duxz of NoRTHUNMBERLAN p, 
in 1 

It — ers from Auguſt to October; but in the green-houſe, 
where it is recommended by Mr. Alro to be kept, it is not a 
very ready blower,—in the ſtove it bloſſoms more freely. 

May be increaſed, without difficulty, from cuttings.

Of the many ornamental greenhouſe plants introduced by 
Mr. Masson, this is one of the moſt deſirable; as a ſhewy 
plant, it has indeed few equals. 

Its tem is herbaceous, riſing to the height of two, or even 
three feet, furniſhed with leaves which allo are ornamental; 
the ſummits of the branches are covered with a profuſion of 
purple flowers, ſome of which begin to expand in January, 
and are followed by others in ſucceſſion through the whole of 
the Summer ; by candle-light they exhibit an extraordinary 
degree of brilliancy. 

The Cineraria cruenta is a native of the Canary Iſles, and 
was introduced to the royal Garden at Kew, by Mr. M ASSON, 
n 1777: Monſ. L'HERITIER firſt figured and deſcribed it in 
his Sert. Anglic. giving it the name of cruenta, as we ſuppoſe, 
ſrom the red colour which enlivens the under fide of the leaves. 

It is propagated by parting its roots, and during Summer 
requires a greater degree of moiſture than many other plants. 


Its ſceds uſually prove abortive.

Much pains have been taken by the late Mr. Alrox in the 
Hort. Kew. to ſettle the different Roſes, cultivated in our 
gardens in his time; in this difficult buſineſs, as well as in the 
whole of his moſt uſeful work, he was aſſiſted (as he acknow- 
ledges in his dedication) by men more learned than himſelf ; 
we may conſider therefore his account, as far as it goes, to be 
as perfect as can reaſonably be expected in a matter of ſuch 
intricacy. 

There are two roſes (from the names they bear, evidently 
of French origin, Meaux being the name of a town in France, 
and pronounced as if written Mo) introduced to our gardens 
fince the time of Mir, and held in very high eſtimation, 
viz. the greater and ſmaller Roſe de Meaux of the Hort. Kew. 
conſidered by Mr. AtTtox as varieties of the Ro/a provincialis, 
the latter of theſe (the one here figured) is generally known 
by Nurſerymen and others as the Pompone Roſe ; we received 
it as ſuch from Mr. MALLET, of Guernſey, a gentleman very 
converſant in plants, very fond of their culture, and to whoſe 
kindneſs we are much indebted. 

This roſe from its root throws out numerous ſtems, which 
rarely exceed a foot or a foot and a half in height; they are 
uſually ſtraight, rigid, and very prickly; the flowers are 
ſmaller than thoſe of any other double roſe, generally of the 
ſize of thoſe repreſented on the plate, and particularly diſtin- 
guiſhed by the brilliant colour of the eye or central petals; a 
oer of this ſort juſt on the point of expanſion is ſuperlatively 
beautiful, t 

Mr. AriTox makes it a variety of the R/ provincialis ; we 
have cultivated it many years in our garden at Brompton, 
and have always found it conſtant to its principal characters, 
and to differ in many eſſential points from the greater Ręſe 
de Mean of the ſame author. 

It requires an open ſituation, a pure air, and a light ſoil; 
is improved by manure, and watering in dry Summers. 

Its flowers are produced in June, and the plant is increaſed 


by ſuckers, which are not very plentifully produced, nor ex- 


tend to any length. 

The roots ſhould not be divided oftener than once in three 
years; if the old wood be cut down every year, after the 
plant has done blowing, this roſe will throw out more vi- 
gorous ſhoots and bloſſom more freely.

It flowers in May and June, and is raiſed with facility from 
cuttings. 


The only account we have of this plant is in the Hort. Kew, 
of Mr, Aitoxn, where it is firſt deſcribed,

Mr. Afro in his Hort, Kew. informs us, that this elegant 
ſpecies of Amaryllis was introduced from China, by Joux 
FoTHERGILL, M. D. in 1777, that it is a ſtove plant, and 
flowers from Auguſt to September. 

There are but few of the Chineſe plants that require the heat 
of a ſtove; the preſent ſpecies would no doubt live in a good 
greenhouſe, but the general prattice confirms the propricty of 
giving it more heat, particularly when coming into bloſſom; 
the flowering indeed of many greenhouſe plants, eſpecially thoſe 
of the bulbous and tuberous kinds, is greatly improved by a 
practice of this ſort. 

Such as wiſh to ſee a minute deſcription of this plant, may 
conſult the Hort. Kew. of Mr. Arirox, or Prof. MarTvx's 
edition of MirrkER's Dictionary; it will be ſufficient for us 
to obſerve, that it grows to 3 the ſize of the Amarylli- 
ormaſiſſima, that it is characteriſed by the upright growth of 
its flowers, which are of a pale orange colour, having narrow 
and ſomewhat undulated ſegments, with a greeniſh keel ; its 
ſlyle is very long, and its ſtigma bright red. 

Like many other bulbs, it blows very irregularly, and is 
propagated by offsets, which are produced in tolcrable abun-

The Ixia here repreſented was drawn laſt Summer from a 
ſpecimen unuſually fine, which flowered with Mr. Corvitt, 
Nurſeryman, King's-Road, May 24, 1797 ; it appears to be 
a very diſtin& ſpecies, not leſs diſtinguiſhed for the ſingularity 
than the brilliancy of its colours, and is one of thoſe recently 
ported from the Cape by way of Holland. 

It is propagated in the ſame way and ſucceeds with the ſame 
treatment as other Ixias; care muſt be taken when it comes 
into flower that it be not too much expoſed to the ſun, for 
that will render its beauties of very ſhort duration. 

DEscRirriox.—Stalk from fix to nine inches high, round, 
villous, leafy ; Leaves plaited, villous, very ſtrongly fo below ; 
Spathe three-leaved, one large, forming a kind of ſheath to

This plant, a hardy herbaceous one, is a native of Virginia, 
and has been introduced to this country within theſe few years. 

Left to itlelf its ſtems trail on the ground, the young ſhoots 
are of a reddiſh hue, and ſhghtily villous, the leaves are 
edged with hairs, ſubulate, oppoſite, recurved, and rather 
fleſhy, producing others from their alæ, becoming as the plant 
grows old of a browniſh colour, which renders the plant in 
ſome degree unſightly ; the flowers are produced from one to 
three or four in an umbel, drooping before they expand, the 
calyces are villous, the flowers pale purple or fleſh colour, 
enlivened by an eye of dark but brilliant purple ditpoled in a 
ltar-like form, antheræ yellow. 

Flowers the beginning of May; the flowers are extremely 
pretty, but delicate, requiring the ſhelter of a hand-glaſs or 
greenhouſe during the period of their bloſſoming, which is of 
lhorter duration than in moſt of the other ſpecies. 

This plant ſhould be renewed frequently by cuttings, which

Authors have deſcribed this plant as having a creeping root, 
but perhaps not with ſtrict propriety ; to us it appears to in- 
creaſe much in the ſame way as moſt others of the genus, with 
this difference, that when it grows luxuriantly it throws out 
longer ſhoots; as theſe are always above ground and throw out 
fibres from their under fide, they are to be regarded as talks 
rather than roots; in the Iris chinenſis it is very different, 
there the root 1s truly creeping. 

If the Iris criſtata be planted in bog earth, in a moiſt ſitua- 
tion (for it will not ſucceed at all in a dry one) and has the 
ſhelter of a hand-glaſs in ſevere weather, it will grow readily 
in the open border. 

It bloſſoms about the middle of May. 

The tube of the flower in this ſpecies is unuſually long, 


tender, and brittle in the extreme ; the flowers are delicate,

This tribe of plants, of which there is ſcarcely one that is not 
ornamental, are chiefly natives of North-America; ſuch is the 
preſent ſpecies, brought from Carolina by Mr. Joux Fraser 
in 1788, now introduced to moſt of the collections about town, 
and uſually treated as a green-houſe plant. 

Its ſtalks, when ſupported, riſe to the height of about a 
foot, if left to themſelves; trailing on the ground; they are 
thickly covered with leaves, which are longer and, for the 
moſt part, finer, and more hairy than thoſe of the /ubulata, 
figured pl. 411, and in the month of May the whole plant, if 
ſucceſsfully treated and carefully tied up, forms a highly orna- 
mental buſh of purple flowers. 

This ſpecies, like moſt of the others, is eaſily raiſed from 
cuttings, which ſhould be ſtruck early in the ſpring, as ſuch 
will become flowering plants the next ſeaſon; to have this 
plant in perfection, it is neceſſary to renew it thus 1 old 
plants being leſs productive of flowers, and leſs perfect in their 
foliage. 

Plants are frequently kept in green-houſes that would ſuc- 
ceed better, and blow more freely, with a leſs tender treatment; 
thus this ſpecies of Phlox, which in mild winters would live 
abroad, requires only the ſhelter of a frame, and may be re- 
garded therefore, with many others, rather as a frame than a 
green-houſe plant.

In the 7oth number of this work, we figured and deſcribed 
a plant under the name of Ceſſſa linearis, fo called by Profeſſor 
Jacgvin ; obſerving at the ſame time that doubts might be 
entertained as to its being a true Celſia; whether it be ſuch, 
or whether it be a diſtin& genus, the preſent plant in its generic 
charatters comes as nearly to it as poſſible : as a ſpecies, it is 
perfectly and moſt obviouſly diſtinct. 

In the royal garden at Kew, where we ſaw it in flower this 
ſpring, 1798, it is called wriicefolia: Mr. Airoxn informed 
me, that it was firſt diſcovered by Mr. MExz1zs, in South- 
America, by whom it had lately been introduced. 

The extreme brilliancy of its flowers renders it a very 
ornamental plant; being of quick and ready growth, it will 
ſoon be common in our green-houſes, moſt probably on the 
borders of our flower-gardens alſo; for we ſuſpect that it will 
prove much more hardy than the Cælſia linearis ; it is a much 
ſtronger plant alſo, and in the open ground will grow to the 
height of ſeveral feet.

Mr. M11..zs informs us in his Dictionary, that he raiſed 
this moſt elegant ſpecies of Antholyza from ſeeds ſent him b 
his friend Dr. Jos BasTER, which ſucceeded in the Chelſea 
garden in 1756; conceiving it to be a diſtinet genus, he 
named it Wat/onia, in honour of Mr. {afterwards) Sir Wir- 
Liam WarsoN; Dr. Txtw, of Nuremberg, figured it in his 
Icones by EuR ET, under the name of Meriana, from SyB1LLA 
Mtx1aNn, the celebrated female Dutch naturaliſt, ſo eminently 
diſtinguiſhed for the productions of her pencil; Lixxzvus 
ranges it with the Antbolyza's, preſerving the trivial name of 
Meriana. 

It is unneceſſary for us to deſcribe this plant minutely 
here, ſince Mr. MiLLER has done it ſo well in his Dictionary; 
it will be ſufficient for us to obſerve, that it is a much 
{ſtronger plant than the Antholyza Cunonia, already figured in 
this work, and that though the colour of its flowers is not

In this work we have already figured three ſpecies of Alyſ- 
ſum, /axatile, delloideum, and utriculatum, the yellow, the 
purple, and bladder-podded, all of them plants adapted to de- 
corate the ſmall borders of the flower-garden, or any kind of 
rock-work ; to which purpoſes the preſent more rare ſpecies, 
an inhabitant of the mountainous parts of Switzerland and 
Auſtria, is alſo applicable. 

The Alyſum montanum is a ſmall procumbent plant, of the 
perennial kind, with hoary leaves curiouſly emboſſed with little 
prominent points, having the ſummits of its branches about 
the end of April covered with a profuſion of bright yellow 
flowers, which uſually go off without producing any perfett 
ſeed, though in its wild ſtate it is ſufficiently fertile, as is 
evident from Profeſſor ]acgu1x's figure.

Our plant accords exactly with ſpecimens of Xeranthemum 
caneſcens of Linx aus in the Herbarium of Sir losen 
Bax ks; though it does not agree fo well in ſome reſpetts 
with the Linnæan deſcription as could be wiſhed. 

It is a weak, branched, and widely-ſpreading plant if left 
to itſelf, and does not appear to advantage in a collection, un- 
leſs carefully tied up to a ſtick ; nor is it a plant that ſucceeds 
well with every one: Mr. BaRR, Nurſeryman, Ball's-Pond, 
near Hackney, manages it better than any one that we have 
ſeen; and his ſuperior ſucceſs appears to have ariſen from 
his keeping it in a warmer fituation than others, on a ſhelf in 
the front of his ſtove, for it requires more warmth than the 
green-houſe affords; thus fituated, it begins flowering with him 
in the autumn, and continues in bloſſom all the winter and 
ſpring ; when the flowers are out of bloom they droop, but 
will continue a long while in the plant in that ſtate, and even 
erg to expand and look beautiful when the ſun ſhines on 
them. 

It is a native of the Cape, recently introduced, and is pro- 
pagated by cuttings.

« generally cultivated as a green-houſe plant, will grow to the

and of the ſame colour as that when young ; the leaves are 
allo very like thoſe of the Elm, and fall off in autumn; the 
flowers are produced fingly along the young branches from 
the wings of the leaves, and are of a bright purple colour. 

« In winter, the plants ſhould be placed in the green-houſe, 
for they are too tender to hve abroad in England ; but they 
ſhould have as much free air as poſſible in mild weather, as 
they only require to be protected from froſt; and aſter the leaves 

are fallen, they will require very moderate watering, but in 
ſummer they ſhould have it more conſtantly in dry weather.“

The Erica here figured is firſt deſcribed in Linn. Mant. 1. 
and fo ſatisfaQorily, that there can be no doubt of its being 
the plant intended by Linxzus; the ſpecific characters of 
MurRay and THuNBERG, publiſhed ſince, are very inappli- 
cable, 

This heath is one of the leaſt of its kind, it is not unuſual to 
ſce plants of it full of bloſſoms not more than eight or ten 
inches high, its leaves (growing uſually in threes) are lanceolate, 
ſmooth, concave on the inſide, pr d 79 the talk, ſlanding on 
ſuch ſhort footſtalks, that they may be ſaid to be almoſt ſeſſile: 
Flowers numerous on the ſummits of the branches, ſomewhat 
drooping : Peduncles furniſhed with /wwo upright brattee placed 
pie to each other, of a pale red colour tipped with green:

A hardy, perennial, herbaceous ſpecies of Saxifrage, grow- 
ing ſpontaneouſly in Switzerland and other parts of Europe, 
cultivated here in 1597 by GERARD. 

Of this numerous and beautiful tribe of plants, we know of 
none whoſe flowers in point of prettineſs can vie with thoſe of 
the preſent ſpecies; they are marked with numerous fine dots, 
like thoſe of the London Pride, (Saxifraga umbro/a) but in a 
ſuperior ſtyle of beauty, and appear to great advantage when 
viewed with a magnifier. 

The leaves, in point of form, do not correſpond ſo exactly 
with the name rotundifolia as one would expect. 

This ſpecies ſucceeds beſt in a ſituation ſomewhat moiſt and 
ſhady, with a ſoil inclined to ſtiffneſs, flowers in May and June, 
and is increaſed by parting its roots in autumn.

To Mrs. GosLixc, of Whitton, near Hounſlow, appertains 
the honour of railing this ſpecies of Xeranthemum, and of 
thereby introducing one of the moſt delectable plants that ever 
decorated the Britiſh green-houſe ; this was about the year 
1795, laſt Summer (1797) it flowered with Meſſrs. Gut- 
wood and WyKkExs, Nurſerymen, Kenſington, and again much 
ſtronger this preſent ſeaſon, there being at leaſt twenty bloſ- 
ſoms on a fingle plant of it. 

This is not one of thoſe beauties, which meteor-like, dazzle 
the eye and vaniſh, but one which continues to diſplay its 


+ charms from the time of its firſt budding to the full expanſion 


of its bloſſoms, a period of two or three months; in any of 
theſe its different ſtates, if gathered, and carefully dried, it 
will make a moſt valuable addition to fimilar plants for de- 
corating apartments in the Winter. 

It is a native of the Cape, from whence Mrs. GosLIxG 
obtained its ſeeds, flowers in May and June, and may be in- 
creaſed by cuttings; in this way Mr. WyxEes has ſucceeded 
in propagating it: but as there are few that equal him in a 
knowledge of exotics, ſo there are few that exerciſe the ſame 
ingenuity in their culture, or equal him in ſucceſs,

The ſtalks in this ſpecies of Cytiſus are thickly covered 
with ſmall leaves, which gives the whole plant an outre 
appearance, hence Mr. Arrox's name of folioloſus, lo happily 
hit off; many other peculiarities attend this charming ſhrub, 
of which its long deciduous brattee are not the leaſt re- 
markable. 

It is a native of the Canary Iſles, where it was found by 
Mr. Massox, and introduced in 1779; if ſuffered to grow, 
it will acquire a great height, become indeed too large for a 
{mall green-houſe, and more hit for a conſervatory, for which 
it would appear to be a moſt deſirable plant; it produces 
flowers abundantly during May and June, which are not only 
ornamental but deliciouſly fragrant. 

Strong eſtabliſhed plants uſually produce perfett ſeeds, by 
which this ſhrub is increaſed ; cuttings rarcly ſucceed.

Though not ſo ornamental as many of our rarities cultivated 
for ſhew, it is found in moſt collections of green-houſe plants, 
recommending itſelf rather by the elegance of its foliage than 
the beauty of its flowers ; the latter appear in May and June, 
and with us are ſparingly ſucceeded by ſced - veſſels.

Though the preſent ſpecies of Mezereon has till within 
theſe few years been a ſtranger to our gardens, and eſcaped 
the enumeration even of Lixxzus, it was well known to 
many of the older Botaniſts; indeed it was impoſſible that a 
plant ſo common“ as this is in ſome parts of Italy, could 
eſcape the obſervation of the many excellent Botaniſts, which 
that country has produced, or been viſited by. 

Though not ſo ornamental a ſhrub as many, it is a very 
defirable acquiſition, on account of the carlineſs of its 
flowering and agreeable ſcent, its foliage allo is ornamental, 
its upper ſurface being of a fine gloſſy green; the culti- 
vated plant does not anſwer to the deſcription of authors, 
in regard to folia ſubtus incana ; the flowers, in point of 
colour, are not ſo brilliant as thoſe of the common 
Mezereon, and ſoon change to a faded purple; before they 
expand, they are covered with a fine filky down. 

Mr. Gxzrrtx was the firſt who introduced this novelty, by 
ſending ſeeds of it to Meſſrs. Lewis and Mack, Nurſery- 
men, Kingſland, who, as far as we can learn, firſt had the 
ſhrub for ſale; it is uſual to treat it as a green-houſe plant; 
in mild winters it will bear to ſtand abroad; it flowers from 
January to April, is not difficult of culture, and is uſually 


propagated by graſting it on the common Mezereon, or Spurge 
Laurel.
